The United States Secret Service is char«ied by Title 16, U.S.‘ 

Cede, Section 305^i vinh the responsibility of protecting the Presi- 
dent of the United States,, the ceinbers of his innediate farily, the 
- President-elect, the Vice President, or other officer ne:ct in the order 
. of succession to the office of President, and the Vice Pi’csident-elcct, 
’together with a forruep President, at his reqviest, for a reesonable 
period after he leaves office. 

Effective liaison with other law enforcement and intelligence 
agencies of the Federal Goverarri*nt is necessary to ir^sui'c tliat ve 
receive information on indi'^lduals or groups of individuals which 
pose a potential threat to the safety of the Chief Executive and achers 
for whose protection the Secret Service is re, sponsible . Likewise, it . ^ 

• is essential for law enforcement and intelligence agencies to know - 
what tj^s of infonaation should be furnished. 

Basically, the Secret Service should be furnished with any in- 
fomation cening to the attention of an agency of a threat to physically 
harm the President, or others named above, or to cause him or them 
eabarrassinent, whether it is by an individual or a group or organization.
